Lord 
Kitchener sends a long dispatch to the War 
office giving the contents of letters found in 
Steyn’s baggage. 

Secretary Rietz, writing to Steyn on May 
10 draws his attention to the number of 
burghers continually surrendering, the ex- 
haustion of ammunition, the prospects of 
famine, and the growing disorganization of 
the government, and states that as a con- 
sequence of these adverse circumstances 
the government has determined to obtain 
permission to send a messenger to Kruger 
to point out the terrible condition of the 
country, or, failing in that, to seek an armis- 
tice in order to obtain the opinion of both 
nations respecting the future policy to be 
pursued. 

Steyn, in reply, states he had agreed 
months previously with the Transvaal gov- 
ernment not to ask an armistice until things 
He did 
not think that they had arrived at that stage 
and asks what reason they had for refusing 
to place further reliance in God's help. He 
talks of foreign intervention and hints at 
coming European complication, and declares 
that Milner and Kitchener are at logger- 
heads, adding that the former had been re- 
He disapproves of sending a mes- 
senger to Europe on the ground it would 
-expose their hand, and concludes by exhorta- 
‘tion to Rietz to stand fast and take courage 
to his disheartened burghers. ~ 
Mr. Steyn also says the facts that Mr. 
Kruger and the Boer delegates remain in 
Europe convinces him that they consider the 
case not beyond hope. He adds that he has 
summoned General De Wet, and urges Mr. 
Reitz to take no steps until he Ras heard 
further from him. 


Text of Letters Found.

LONDON, July 18.—General Kitchener 
transmits letters found in Mr. Steyn's bag- 
gage, which was captured when the Town of 
Reits was taken by General Broadwood’s 
brigade.

Plan of Boer Leaders. 

It is dated May 10, 1901, and records a meet- } 
ing of the Transvaal government with Com 
mandants Botha and Viljoen and General 
Smutz, at which the following points were 
considered: 

1. Numbers of our burghers are con- 
tinually surrendering. This means Isi! 
more and more to an unsuccessful termina- 
tion, as the government and officials left 
without burghers entails a heavy responsi- 
bility on the government. 

2. The supply of ammunition is so nearly 
exhausted that we shall be unable to engage 
the enemy in another big fight. We shall be 
brought to a state of hopeless flight and be 
unable to progect stock. In the immediate 
future we shall be unable to feed the com- 
mandos. 

“3. On account of the above the govern- 
ment is becoming weaker, losing support, and 
] becoming disorganized. 

“4. Not only will our nation be destroyed 
but it will also be considered that the leaders 
erred. All hope of a continuation of national 


sentiment will be lost. 


8. Hitherto the nation and lgovernment

Having considered the above, the govern- 
ment determined to obtain permission to send 
à messenger to President Kruger to point out 
the terrible condition of the country.

We leave it to you to suggest other solu- 
tions, but you must carefully consider that 
this government is convinced that the time is

steyn Makes Long Reply. 
Mr. Steyn replied on May 15. After ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the letter he says: 
The letter was a great blow to me. A 
month ago I discussed matters and your gov- 
ernment agreed not to ask for ah armistice 
until things reached the utmost extremity. 
Shall we obtain an armistice? I think that 
nothing has happened to entitle us to an 
armistice to obtain the opinion of our na- 
tions.

NO LIMIT TO THE SPEED. 


Greater Distance and Non-Con- 
flieting Advantages Also 
Claimed for the New 
Method. 


SOON To GIVR PUBLIC TEST. 


A new system of wireless telegrabhy, said 
to overcome many of the points of difficulty 
in the present system, has been invented by 
three Chicago students of electricity. 

The problems of increased speed, in point 
of words per minute, greater distance in 
transmission, and, most important of all, the 
operating of several instruments in the same 
territory, are said by the inventors to be 
practically solved : 

Before the end of the week, unless unlooked 
for weather conditions prevail, there will be 
given a test, at which representative electri- 
cians will watch the an, of the inven- 
tion. 
The three collaborators in * the 
new system, who for nearly two years have 
deen working on different parts of the ap- 
para tus, are Professor Clarence E. Freeman 
of Armour Institute, Dr. L. De Forrest, lately 
of Harvard, and Edwin H. Smythe of the 
Western Electric company. Secret tests have 
been carried on since early in the summer, 
and the results have been so satisfactory that 
a public exhibition will be given. 


Succeed in Trying Test. 

A most satisfactory test was given some 
days ago from the top of the Lakota Hotel 
to the tower on Armour Institute. The test, 
the inventors say, was given under the most 
trying conditions, with a broken fleld along 
the route of transmission and a metal roof 
directly under the upright at the sending 
station. Although the distance was only 
seven blocks, there was much metal to at- 
tract currents. The messages came sharp 
and clear into the receiving station. 

The inventors declare that their system 
gains over the Marcon! method at both send- 
ing and receiving stations. The sender, 
which is worked out from a theory evolved 
by Professor Freeman, makes no use of the 
induction coil, which has heretofore been 
N considered an indispensable part of the sys- 
tem. In its place is a condenser which, be- 
side being less bulky than the sending cabi- 
net with induction coil, liberates energy with 
greater speed. The advantage of the con- 
denser over the coil was given a test in the 
message sent from the Lakota Hotel to the 
institute, and, it is stated, the condenser made 
a better record. 


No Limit to the Speed. 


The receiver, which is the joint invention of 
Dr. De Forrest and Mr. Smythe, aims to re- 
celve signals from the sending station as 
fast as the operator can work the key. Here- 
tofore fifteen or twenty words a minute has 
been the best speed attainable by wireless 
telegraphy, and the inventors say practical 
results seldom show more than ten wordsa 
minute on an average. 

In former inventions the tube of metal fil- 


|.ings which was affected with the electric 


waves and recorded the signal had to be 
tapped mechanically to place the apparatus 
in readiness to receive another signal. The 
inventors say that electrolysis now does the 
work that the mechanical blow once accom- 
plished, and that thereby much time is saved. 
There really is no reason why several sta- 
tions could not be operated in the same terri- 
tory with our invention,” said Professor 
Freeman. This has thus far been consid- 
ered impossible because the same signals 
would be received by all receiving stations 
and messages would be hopelessly mixed. 
With our invention the receiver acts instan- 
taneously and can take signals at any speed. 
In this way different senders can get off their 
messages at different rates of speedand mes- 
sages can be properly distinguished.” 


Shorter Uprights Possible. 

The system of sending telegraph messages 
without wires, which is now employed be- 
tween Cunard steamers and the mainland 
when at no great distance from shore, neces- 
sitates the erection of high upright poles 
where the metal sheets are placed to assist 
in sound transmission. The trial the Chicago 
men’s invention received at the Lakota Hotel 
has led the inventors to belleve that the high 
uprights may soon be replaced by shorter 
ones. 

“In sending long messages the high up- 
rights have been a source of great bother,” 
said Dr. De Forrest. The higher in the 
air they get the more interference is suffered 
from atmospheric conditions, With greater 
energy obtained the necessity of the high up- 
rights will disappear. Our public tests for 
speed and possible distance will be made in 
a few days. We have just a few more secret 
trials to give our apparatus before we are 
ready to take the public into full confidence.”

LONDON, July 10, 8 a. m.—The Peeresses” 
matinée in the House of Lords yesterday was 
a dull performance, with only one dramatic 
moment, when Earl Russell, after pleading 
not guilty, reversed himself and . pleaded 
guilty, leaving his sentence to the merey of 
the court. 

The outcome of it all was that Pari Russell 
made a personal statement in justification of 
his marriage to Mollie Sommerville, the Lords 
retired to consult, and returning declared him 
guilty of bigamy as charged and sentenced 
him to a term of three months in Holloway 
jail. 

During his imprisonment Lord Russell will — 
be allowéd his own servants, cook, and other 
comforts not ordinarily accorded prisoners. 


Triai Drags with Details. 

There was nothing really interesting in the 
earlier stages of the trial. The royal gallery. 
with its handsome mosaic pavement and its 
ceilings with panels illuminated with gilt, 
was crowded with the privileged spectators. 
There were many peeresses in biack and 
white and many peers who did not wigh to 
don their scarlet robes, and Commoners were 
not few, among them being Labouchere, 
John Burns, and a swarm of Conservative 

Seats for the grand jury of pers 
were reserved on each side under the water- 
giass paintings by MacLise of the death of 
‘Nelson at Trafalgar and the meeting of 

Wellington and Blucher after Waterloo, and 
before the throne was a chair of state for the 
Lord Chancellor and a row of woolsacks for 
law Lords. The benches and temporary seats 
were upholstered in scarlet leather in keep- 
ing with the brilliant robes of the peers who 
would sit in judgment. It was an animated 
rather than a brilliant spectacle. 

The Duke of Tech was the only royal per- 
sonage present, and he sat near the American 
Ambassador, with Speaker Gully hard by. 
Henry White sat on the opposite side; and 
almost directly in front of him was Earl Rus- 
sell's second wife in a handsome black gown 
and a picture hat, about ten feet from Judge 
Curler, who had performed the second mar- 
riage at Reno. She entered the gallery quiet 
ly with Earl Russell about the time when 
the peers began to fill up the benches as- 
signed to them, half an hour in advance of 


the trial. 

Unusual Attendance of Peers. 
There was the largest muster of peers seen 
in the House of Lords since the home rule 
bill was thrown out. They were in scarlet 
and ermine, and were attended by officials 
in splendid costume, notably the Norroy 
King at Arms, in scarlet and gold, and the 
Black Rod, with a large white wand. The 
roll was called, agd the Barons, Bishcps,, 
Viscounts, Earls, Marquises, Dukes, end 
Archbishops answered to their names. IAN. 
Prime Minister took his place among the 
grand jurors at the last moment. The law 
Lords led the way through the Princes 
chamber, with the paneled portraits of 
Henry VIII. and his numerous wives, to the 
royal gallery. The junior Barons followed 
them, with the Bishops of Winchester and 
Ripon, and Earls and higher peers, includ- 
ing the Dukes of Wellington, Marlborough, 
Portland, and Northumberland, and the 
Archbishop of York, and the Prime Min- 
ister. Toward the end the Lord Chancellor, 
with his mace bearer and purse bearer, 
brought the stately procession to an end. 


Scene Is Impressive. 

The scarlet robes and golden sheen impart- 
ed the needed element of color, and it was a 
brilliant spectacle which will not be forgotten 
for a long time. Many had expected to be 
amused by the grotesqueness of the trial, 
which was patterned after the Cardigan 
case, but somehow there was impressive dig- 
nity and stateliness to the scene. All the 
eminent figures in the peerage were present 
and the contrasting effects of scarlet and 
black were highly picturesque. ; 

The trial opened with much dull recitative 
in melancholy cadence, and many documents, 
proclamations, and commissions were read 
and many obeisances were made to the 
throne by the clerks and officials. Earl Rus- 
sell, who had been standing in a gray frock 
coat near the bar, and occasionally glancing 
at his second wife's picture hat, was sum 
moned by the Gentleman usher in the full 
uniform of a British General to a seat with- 
in the enclosure. It was officially known as 
a stool, but in reality was an ordinary chair. 
The three low obelsances required him were 
made, and he was in such haste to make them 
that he was ahead of time and had to repeat 
them. He remained motionless while the 
Lord Chancellor sternly arraigned him for 


bigamy. 
Long Drawn Speeches Heard. 

It was a promising opening, but the lawyers 
spoiled it by dreary pleading in low voices, 
which from the seats in the center gallery 
could be heard only faintly. It was a lone 
argument, droned out for over an hour on 
the technical point that the offense of big- 
amy being committed beyond the King’s do- 
minions could not be brought within the cog- 
nizance of the House of Lords. The Lord 
Chancellor interposed inaudible remarks 
once if a while, and finally overruled ab- 
ruptly the objection, being sustained by 
a row of Lords on the wooleack.

How Trial Was Conducted.

LONDON, July 18.—Despite the intense 
heat and the unfashionably early hour at 
which the trial of Earl Russell for bigamy 
by the House of Lords opened, the Norman

The trial took place in the chief royal gal- 
lery, the largest chamber in the palace at 
Westminster. This had been converted into 
& gigantic court of law. At the end nearest 
the House of Lords a crimson covered dais 
had been placed on which a golden 
chair surmounted by a crown, representing 
the throne. Immediately in front of this 
there were a table and chair for the Lord 
High Steward, Lord Halsbury, who is the 
Lord Chancellor. On either side, along two- 
thirds of the chamber, there were five rows 
of scariet benches for peers.

On the return of the Lords the Lord Chan- 
cellor delivered judgment in a few almost 
inaudible sentences. He said to Earl Rus- 
sell in effect: 

Tou have pleaded gulity to a felony, thus 
staining a great historic name. It was im- 
possible to pass over this offense, but at 
the same time it was impossible after the 
extreme torture you have suffered for so 
long a period of time not to take that into 
consideration also. The circumstances of 
the case may be taken into consideration 
and the ends of ‘justice will be satisfied by 
your being imprisoned in Holloway Jail for 
three calendar months.” 

Earl Russell was then conducted from the 

chamber by the yeoman usher of the Black 
Rod, and the commission was dissolved by 
the Lord High Steward breaking the white 
staff sent by the King authorizing the 
assembling of the commission. ; 
John Francis Stanley, Earl Russell, mar- 
ried at Reno, Nev., on April 15, 1900, Mollie, 
daughter of George Cooke of Combernald, 
Scotland. The woman who then assumed 
the title of Countess secured a divorce from 
George John Somerville, to whom she was 
married at Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1889, from 
a Nevada court only two months before her 
marriage to the Harl. The Harl also secured 
a divorce in the same State a few weeks 
previously. 

The Earl's first wife was Mabel Edith 
Scott, daughter of the late Sir Claude Scott 
and Lady Tina Scott. The Earl and his 
wife quarreled within a year of their mar- 
riage and separated. The Countess sued for 
a divorce, alleging outrageous conduct on 
the part of her husband. She was after- 
wards forced to admit that there was no 
ground for the charges preferred. The Eari 
was allowed a judicial separation. He pro- 
ceeded against his mother-in-law for libel, 
and succeeded in sending her to jail for sev- 
eral months. 

The first Countess had no trouble in se- 
curing a divorce. Mr. Somerville also got a 
divorce.

If they refuse to yield 
their determination will be mine also. I do 
not approve sending a messenger to Europe. 
It shows our hand. I am deeply hurt that 
you have taken this determination without 
asking my advice, and that you have acted 
so hurriedly. If you have not dispatched the 
messenger do not do so until I can call my 
advisers. I have sent for De Wet and he 
will be here next week. I will then send you 
an opinion. 

Tou say’ you are afraid your officers will 
be left alone oncommandohere. The officers 
may surrender, but the burghers remain 
steadfast. I must point out that the Free 
State has not only spent its blood and money 
but will have lost its freedom trying to help 
her sister republic, and all reliance of one 
Afrikander in another will be destroyed for- 
ever. It is ridiculous to think that when 
flooded with the scum of Europe the Afrikan- 
der spirit will remain. If we wish to remain a 
nation now is the time to struggle. 

“I hope you received the Natal newspaper 
stating that Milner is going, nominally on 


a free hand. In a later English newspaper I 
have seen that he and Kitchener cannot pull 
together. I inclose a cutting from the Natal 
‘Witness, which says the public mind in Eng- 
land is getting uneasy about south Africa. 
There are possibilities that we are not at 
liberty to mention.

Milner Going Back to Cape.

WOMEN INTRIGUE TO CAUSE AR- 
REST OF TREASURER. 


Arrange to Have Fire Started in One of 
the Halls of the Tila Palace 80 
That Woman Who Is Unpopular 
Shall Be Suspected—Plan Works Ad- 
mirably and Arrests Follow—Sev-

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 18.—Owing to 
the mystery and secrecy enshrouding all oc- 
currences in the Yildigz Palace, the real cause 
of the recent fire there has only now 
transpired. 

The incident was the result of an intrigue 
by the women of the harem against the 
woman treasurer of the harem, of whom 
they wished to be rid. At the instigation of 
the conspirators a negress placed materials 
for a fire in a corridor of the palace and 
lighted them under conditions to cast sus- 
picion upon the treasurer. - 

The desired result was attained. The wom- 
an treasurer was nat only dismissed, but she 
was imprisoned in the palace. Her relatives 
are influential and have been endeavoring 
to obtain her release. There have been 
numerous arrests in consequence of the at- 
tempt at incendiarism, and some of the wom- 
en have been subjected to torture in the hope 
of extracting confessions from them. 

The Sultan first believed the conspiracy was 
directed against himself. The fire did not 
eccur in a room adjoining that used by the 
Sultan, as first reported, but in a corridor a 
long way from his Majesty’s apartments.

Trial 
Killing His Sister 
Begun. 


JURY SECURED QUICKLY. 


District Attorney Promises to 
Prove Girl Was Slain Dur- 
ing a Family Quarrel. 


ONE WITNESS IS EXAMINED, 


— 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 18.— [Special. The 


trial of Robert Stewart Fosburgh, charged 


with manslaughter in naving shot and killed 
his sister, May L. Fosburgh at the family 
home about 1 o'clock on the morning of Aug, 
20 last, was begun in the district court here 
today, Justice Stevens presiding. 

The day was taken up with the opening ar- 
guments and the evidence of one witness, the 
family physician. 

The story of the shooting of Miss Fosburgh, 
as told by the family immediately after- 


wards, was to the effect that she was shot by 
burglars. The theory of thé State officials is 
that the affair was the result of a family 


quarrel, in which young Fosburgh, using. 


his own revolver, shot his own sister, al- 
22 intending the bullet for some one 
else. 

There was a great crush at the doors for an 


hour before the courthouse was opened, the 


majority of the crowd being women. 

Robert S. Fosburgh, the defendant, was 
accompanied by the members of his family 
and several friends. As far as any sign of 
concern goes, he might have been entirely 
ignorant of the issue which he faced. 5 


Court Warns Newspaper Men. 
As soon as court opened the Judge ad- 


dressed the newspaper men directly, stating 


that it would be better that they confine their 
statements regarding the trial exclusively to 
actual proceedings in the courtroom without 
any comment on the evidence or witnesses 
that might lead a reader to form an opinion. 
The penalty, he explained, might be con- 
tempt of court. 

A jury was secured in thirty minutes with- 
out a challenge from either side. 

‘District Attorney Hammond opened for the 
prosecution. He told the jurors they should 
consider the charge in itself as mansiaugh- 
ter and not murder, for the case did not have 
the elements which constitute murder. The 
State does not claim that the girl was killed 
on purpose, but under circumstances which 
were blameful. If she was killed through 
angry carelessness on the part of her brother, 
or during the excitement of a family quarrel, 
he is guilty. It is claimed that Robert had 
the exclusive opportunity and was the only 
one who coulé and did fire the shot. The

The first witness was Arthur A. Forbes, 
civil engineer of Pittsfield, who described the 
plans of the Fosburgh house and premises, 


Doctor Tells of the Wound. 


Dr. Frank K. Paddock, the medical ex- 
aminer, testified that blood was flowing from 
May Fosburgh’s wound when he arrived at 
the house the morning of the shooting and 
that all of the family were fully dressed 
when he reached the house. Robert S. Fos- 
burgh told him he heard men in the rear of 
the house; that he got up and went through 
his sister’s room, when he heard a shot and 
May fell back into his arms. 

It was dark. The light was then turned on 
and he grappled with a burglar, who knocked 
him down and struck him in the back of the 
neck with a sandbag ora slung-shot. He told 
Dr. Paddock that he believed the burglars 
had killed his sister with his revolver. 

When Dr. Paddock went into the rear bed- 
room the balcony window was raised about a 
Dr. Paddock said there were powder 
marks on May Fosburgh’s night gown, and 
he thought the revolver must have been held 


from eight inches to a foot away. 


Dr. Paddock attended the younger Mrs. 
Fosburgh after the shooting. She was nerv- 
ous end incoherent, and said: ‘‘ There I saw 
my husband lying dead on the floor.”

The evidence against him is 
nothing but the flimsiest suspicion and it 
came from the fact that Rosenbloom left 
the room when Schroeder began to open 
the package containing the machine. The 
police have evidence to show that Rosen- 
bloom and Kletchka had a slight quarrel, 
but it was so slight as scarcely to afford 
a motive to a man of ordinary sense to at- 
tempt murder.

OLDEST CONSUL, 18 DEAD 


HORATIO J. SPRAGUE: PASSES 
AWAY AT GIBRALTAR. 


Man Who Served United States Since 
1848 at Mediterranean Gateway 
Dies—Position Will Go to Son, Who 
Has Been Assistant Since He Was 
Nine Years 0ld—Post a Family Heir- 
zoom, Having Descended Through 
Two Generations. 


GIBRALTAR, July 18.—Horatio J. Sprague, 
United States Consul at Gibraltar and the 
oldest Consul in the American service, died | 
here today. 

.Washington, D. C., July 18.—Mr. Sprague 
had been Consul at Gibraltar since May 12, 
1848. His son, Richard L. Sprague, who has 
been the Vice and Deputy Consul since he was 
9 years old, it is announced at the State de- 
partment, will be appointed to fill the va- 
cancy caused by his father’s death. The 
Spragues are a Massachusetts family and 
have held the Gibraltar consulship since 
1832, when Andrew Jackson appointed Ho- 
ratio Spraffue, the father of Horatio J. 
Sprague, United States Consul there. 
Horatio J. Sprague was born at Gibraltar 
on Aug. 12, 18283. At the age of 15, while still 
studying under a private tutor, he began to

aid his father in the business of the consulate 


as well as in his mercantile affairs. In 1846 
he was admitted to partnership in his father’s 
business, and the same year the father left 
for a visit to the United States, leaving the 
son tn charge of the consulate. : 

The elder Sprague died soon af ter his return 
from the United States, and on May 12, 1848, 
President Polk appointed Horatio J. Sprague 
to the consulate. Every President since re- 
appointed him, and he held the office under 
fourteen Chief Executives, a record not 
equaled in the United States consular service. 
It has been the policy of the government not 
to continue a Consul in office for any consid- 
erable length of time, presumably on the 
theory that a protracted residence in a for- 
eign country has a de-Americanizing tend- 
ency, but Consul Sprague at Gibraltar was 
never interefered wit. The office is ked 
upon as an heirloom in the Sprague family. 
Owing to the geographical position of Gib- 
raltar, the nearest United States Minister 
being at Rome, the Consul there is often called 
upon to act in matters requiring a high order 
of intelligence, and the thorough acquaint- 
ance of the Spragues with the Mediterranean 
ports and people has in a large measure been 
responsible for the continuance of the family 


in the consulate.

CHILTON, WIS, BANK FAILS 


ATTORNEY GENERAL ASKS RE- 
CEIVER FOR PRIVATE CONCERN. 


State Examiner Finds German Ex- 
change Affairs in Bad Condition and, 
Proceeding Under New Law, Closes 
It—Liabilities $600,000, Assets $400,- 
000—Cause Assigned Is Bad Loans, 
$360,000 Being Placed with One 
Firm. 


Oshkosh, Wis., July 18.—[Special.]—Before 
Judge Burnell in the Circuit Court today At- 
torney General Hicks made application for 
the appointment of a receiver for the Ger- 
man Exchange Bank of Chilton, Calumet 
County, Wis, 

The application was made on the report 
and demand of State Bank Examiner Kidd. 
who has just concluded an examination of 
the affairs of the bank. The liabilities of the 
institution are placed by Mr. Kidd at $600,000. 
The net assets will not exaeed $400,000. 

The German Exchange Bank is a private 
concern and is owned by Theodore and Hen- 
ry Kersten The former has been prominent 
in Democratic politics in the State and in 
German Catholic sdcieties. The capital stock 
of the bank is only $50,000, but it had depos- - 
its, most of them on certificates, amounting 
to $620,000. The money belonged mostly to 
farmers and laboring people, who had im- 
plicit confidence in the Kerstens. 

The cause of the failure is given as inju- 
dicious loans. The worst is that of $360,000 
to H. Zech & Co. of Crivitz, Wis. Zech & Co. 
have a lumbering plant at Crivitz and also 
own 20,000 acres of land, which they are col- 
onizing with Poles. The security for this 
loan Bank Examiner Kidd deems insufficient. 

The German Exchange Bank is the first to 
be closed under a statute passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. Formerly all the 
State Bank Examiner could do when he dis- 
covered a concern was in a bad way ms to 
advise the officials to have care. Now, when 
it appears to the examiner that a bank’s af- 
fairs are in bad condition, it is his duty to 
inform the Attorney General of the fact im- 
mediately and the latter’s to apply for a re- 
ceiver. The application for the appointment 
of a receiver will be heard on Saturday.

Find Remnants of Machine. 

The first thing the police did wasto pick up 
the remnants of the infernal machine. There 
was not much of it left. They found thetop, 

however, in fair condition, and this showed 
what kind of a contraption it was. Into this 
top had beén sorewed a small iron rod, at the 
other end of which was a cog wheel, such as 
might come from a clock. There were eight 
cogs in this wheel, and between the spaces in- 
tervening were remnants of several parlor 
matches. They had been held in place by 
fine wire. 

There also was found a small piece of emery 
paper, and it was surmised by the police that 
this paper had been fastened on the inside of 
the wooden tube on a level with the match 
heads. When Schroeder twisted the top 
around in an effort to get the cover off the 
matches scratched the paper and were ignit- 
ed. Then the explosive, whatever it was, 
went off. 

One theory is that the explosive was nitro- 
glycerin because of its downward propulsion 
and the strength shown, but the sharpness 
and Umited area of the explosion indicate one 
of the fulminates. 

Schroeder's left hand, in which he held the 
tubes, was blown to bits, while the right, 
which he was using to take off the cover, was 
only burned. 


FROM RAFFLING OFF HOTEL. 


L. W. Duboes’ Plans for Forming Stock 
Company, Issuing $1 Shares with 
Numbers, Goes Wrong. 


Gibson City, III., July 18.—[Special.]— 
L. W. Duboes, proprietor of the Duboes 
Hotel of this place, a few months ago con- 
cluded to dispose of the hotel in a novel 
manner. The building is a three story brick, 
150 feet in length, situated on Sangamon 
avenue, and is valued at $20,000. 

Mr. Duboes’ scheme was to form a stock 
company, issue 40,000 tickets at $1 per ticket, 
it being understood that the stockholders 
might dispose of the stock as they chose. 
According to the manner suggested by Mr. 
Duboes, numbers were to be issued with 
each share and the one holding the lucky 
ticket was to receive a deed to the building 
presented by the other 39,999 stockholders. 

A number of agents were placed on the

of his property in the manner he had intended 
would not be permitted to pass through 
the mails, the transaction being considered 
by the postal authorities a lottery. ; 

Mr. Duboes at once sent notices to his 
agents calling them in and will refund all 
money that has been takenin. Four thousand 
shares had been sold. Mr. Duboes paid his 
agents 20 per cent, so he is out over $1,000, 
the agents receiving $800, other expenses 
being $200.

‘LAST OF PROSPECTIVE CUP DE- 
FENDERS SAFE IN HARBOR. 


Informal Speed Trial Between Cadillac, 
Detroit, Orion, and Mineta on Run 
to South Chicago Dry Docks—Michi- 
gan Boat, with Reef in Mainsail, 
Leads the Way and Shows Up Strong- 
ly —Rough Experiences of Yachts 

Coming Down from Milwaukee. 


Just before the sun sank to rest yester- 

day Milwaukee, the last of the prospective 
cup defenders to get into the waters of the 
harbor, hoisted sail and went for a short 
spin. The wind was not as brisk as it had 
been earlier in the afternoon, but the Cream 
City boat showed up fairly well in reaching 
and running, although the critics did not 
think it pointed as well-as some of the other 
yachts. 
The chief item of interest was a trial 
of speed in which Cadillac, Detroit, Orion, and 
Minota took part. Owing to limited dry dock- 
ing facilities these four boats were com- 
pelled to go to South Chicago. The owners 
arranged to start at the same time, and, al- 
though there was no suggestion made for a 
race, each skipper took the opportunity to 
size up his opponents. When the quartet 
went through the gap there was a stiff 
breeze from the northeast. Detroit led, fol- 
lowed by Minota, Orion, and Cadillac. The 
firet two boats were towing dingeys, while 
Detroit hau a single reef in its mainsail, 
It was a free run nearly the whole distance. 

At the start Detroit drew away, followed 
by Minota. Cadillac was partly blanketed 
by Orion, but soon drew clear and steadily 
gained on Minota, which was passed off Jack- 
son Park. It also gained on Detroit and 
was close up soon after the Hyde Park crib 
was passed. Detroit then went about, and, as 
its crew was not familiar with the entrance 
to the harbor, it went on a long tack and 
waited for another boat to show the way. in. 

Cadillac was the first in, but the real test 
was the long run, and this showed Detroit 
strong, as, with full sail out and no Gagey, it 
would have held its own. Commodore Shaw 
of Cadillac was well satisfied with theshow- 
ing of the Hanley boat. The passage down 
the river furnished some little excitement, as 
the bridges were slow in opening, and at the 
two railway bridges the yachts were com- 
pelled to tie up to the woodwork of the 
bridge. Nic Weber of Cadillac was left on 
the timbers of the bridge and nearly fell into 
the river. He climbed aboard one of the other 
boats. 

The four yachts were put in dock last night, 
and early this morning the crews will begin 
work on them. Official Measurer Cothroll 
will take-their girth measurements this 
morning. Yankee and Prairie went into dry 
dock yesterday, Illinols coming out and re- 
turning to its moorings. 

Detroit and Orion both had trying experi- 
ences on the way from Milwaukee. The 
former boat encountered two heavy squalis 
in the afternoon and then ran into a spell 
ot bad weather which lasted from 7 o’clodk in 
the evening till long past midnight. Although 
the boat is a racing craft it stood the heavy 
sea well. The crew was composed of A. C. 
O’Connor, George Wild, Frank Sender, Otto 
Barthel, and Joe Grasser, with Jack Hanley 
of the Milwaukee Yacht club. Orion hada 
similar experience and did not arrive till aft- 
‘ernoon. It carried away ita Ab halyard block 
and was fortunate in escaping more serious 


injury. 

Today will be comparatively quiet as far as 
sailing is concerned. Critics who have seen 
all the yachts sail think the race will be be- 
tween Cadillac, Illinois, Detroit, and Minota, 
although Milwaukee is conceded to have a 
chance under certain conditions.

Some of Them Agree in Part with Prof. 
Triggs, Who Is Declared to Be an 


@xtremist—Oampers Indignant. 


Some members of the Chicago clergy are 
Inclined to believe with Professor Triggs of 
the University of Chicago that the hymns 
of the Protestant churches are crude crea- 
tions. They believe, however; that Professor 
Triggs is inclined to be an extremist. 

The Rt.-Rev. C. P. Anderson, Bishop 
Coadjutor of the Diocese of Chicago, said: 
„A great many of the hymns are both poor 
theology and poor poetry. Professor Triggs, 
however, is guilty of too sweeping a state- 
ment. Such hymns as ‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’ ‘ Abide with Me,’ and Rock of Ages’ 
are poetry of a high order.“ 

The Rev. Frank Du Moulin, rector of St. 
Peter’s Church, dissents. ‘‘I cannot agree 
with Professor Triggs,’’ he said. “ There is 
hardly anything so close to the people’s 
hearts as those old hymns. It is true that 
some of Watts’ hymns are doggerel, and 
some of Moody and Sankey’s are grotesque. 
Keble’s hymns, many of which are in the 
Episcopal book, are good. Kipling’s Reces- 
sional is now being sung in nearly all the 
som That can hardly be called dog- 
gerel.“ 

Professor Triggs’ utterances caused much 
indignation among the ministers at the Des- 
plaines camp-meeting. Said the Rev. G. H. 
Thomas: 

‘Watts’ hymns will live forever, while
